BOtlatlon with Otto in a monastery 
near Chicago- on June 31, 1047 nl 
which "he told Otto about the Hun- 
garian royalist movement imdcr his 
leadership." 

The cardinal further confessed, 
the communique said, that at tha 
secret meeUng he and Otto agreed 
that after an expected third World 
war the United SUtes would sup- 
port n federated central European 
kingdom. 



Egypt Prime Minister 
Is Killed by Assassin 

CAIRO, Dec. 28 (U.R)— Egyptian Premier Mahmoud Fahmy 
Nokrashy Pasha was assassinated today by a college student 
identified by police oa a member of the outlawed nationalist 
organization, the Moslem brotherhood. . V 

The aasassination was believed in retaliation for Nok- 
raahy's action in auppressins student political demonstm- 
tiona, which often verged into..iorroriatic activities, and for 
outlavj'ing the Moslem brotherhood early this month. 

The brotherhood was declared an illegal organization and 
its officers arrested on grounds that it had been active in 
fomenting student terrorism. 
The brotherhood claimed 1,- 
000,000 members, hut waa be- 
Uoved-to-bo.much smaller, w 

Nokraahys tuoftssln. firing point- 
blank, killed the premier with iivo 
out of tlx revolver shots. The shoot- 
ing occurred near an elevator In 
the ministry ot Interior building at 
3:57 a. m. EST. 

Police IdenUflcd the assassin a: 
Abdel-Me(tuld Ahmed Hassan, a vot- 
crlnar}- collcgo student who was dis- 
guised In the uniform of a first 
lieutenant of the Egyptian police. 

High political sources said the 
present situation was too critical to 
permit tlio post of premier to remain 
vacant tor lona and that a new 
premier would bo named within 
few liourn. 

Powerful police detalLi were called 
out Immediately. All efforts of the 
Bovcmment were directed toward 
c£tabtbhlng police protection Co 
guard against rioting.

It was under- 
stood the choice of premier Was 
between Porelun Minister Ahmed 
Kha.'inba Pasha and Ibrahim Hadl

Plans Set 
For Ruhr 
Guidance 

LONDON. Dec. 25 (U.PJ — 
The United States and the 
major ivstcm European na- 
tions announced today plans 
for revival of the vital Ruhr 
induBtrica under the supci 
vision of an unprecedented 
international authority. 

The announcement of the far- 
reaching agreement which will re- 
build the Ruhr Into an Industrial 
heartland for western European re- 
covery meant final burial of tho 
long-deod Morgcnlhau plan for Ger- 
many, which was designed to so 
reduce German industry that the 
nation never could have the power 
to make war. 

Details Released 

Details of the new -plan made 
public today along with release of 
a draft statute for an IntcmaUooal 
authority for tho Ruhr which will 
lie formed by tho United States, 
Britain. France, Belgium, Tho Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg. Eventually 
a German government wilt be In- 
cluded In tho authority. 

Special precautions were taken to 
satisfy French fears ot a possible 
revival ot German aggression ten- 
dencies. The United States agreed 
to revive tho "objectives and me- 
chanisms" of the &0-year dUarma- 
mcnt treaty which was proposed by 
former Secretary of State James P, 
Byrnes and was rejected by Russia. 
French Pleaa Unanswered 

But French demands for eventual 
International ownership of tho Ruhr 
Industries which supplied tho arm- 
ies ot the kaiser and of Hitler in 
the last two world wars were not 
answered. This question was by- 
passed, to decide at some unspecified 
future date. 

In addition to the statute text, 
the six naUons Issued a communique 
which admittedly was designed to 
make It cosier for the French gov- 
ernment to "seU" the plan to the 
French public, which twice in a 
gen era Uon has suffered under Oer- 
man attack. 

Three Ob Jcc tires 

The communique emphaslrcd that 
the plan for' tho Ruhr has three ob- 



"Secondly, to further the rccovoir 
of the countries of Europe. Including 
democratic Germany. 
"Tlilrdly, to promote that Intimate 
soclaUon of their economic life 
which In the last analysis alone can 
assure a peaceful and prosperous 
Europe."

The five others In the marooned 
party landed there accidentally In 
three aeparate and unsuccessful at- 
tempts to remove the orlglnol bond. 

Until the actual rescue was ac- 
complished. It had been believed 
that 13 men were down on tho Ice 
cap. But tho ah- force sold It had 
been confirmed thot only five filers 
wcra stranded In tho three rescue 
tries. Instead ot six as hod been re- 
ported previously. 

Two niera crashed on Dec 13 
when they tried to rescue the C-17 
crew In a B-17 bomber. Two moro

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PROBLEMS IN 1949 
New Ycar'a resolutions are mado by Indi- 
viduals, not by nations and their govern- 
ments. So all of the New Year's day atock- 
taklng cannot change the tide of Interna- 
tional events. The tide flows on as usual, still 
carrying on Its crest the great question of 
war or peace. 

Three hundred and slxty-slx days have 
gone by since the last change of date on the 
calendar, but the question remains the same. 
The only difference Is that 1D48 brings us 
. closer to an unknown day of climax and reso- 
lution. Five years ago It was said that Russia 
•would not have an atomic bomb "until 1030." 
Since then It has been said that If war comes 
]t will not come until 1050 or 1052 or 1055. 
Five years ago those dates seemed safely re- 
mote. Now they are almost upon us. 

It is Impossible to prophesy what will hap- 
pen In 1040 to decide the great question one 
way or the other, though some will try It. 
Even speculation must be cautious. 

Europe should advance farther toward nor- 
mal life with our help. The Palestine war 
ahould end In agreement and the recognition 
of Israel. They should, but will they? What 
win happen in China? Will the Berlin block- 
ado be raised? What does the outbreak of 
rightist uprising In South America portend? 

Above all, what change will there be In our 
relations with Russia? Who will take the 
initiative, and where will it lead us? 

The answer to that Is bound up with a 
question of our domestic economy. And the 
domestic problem will hinge upon a crucial 
Judgment. That seema to be one of the few 
certalntica among the Imponderables. The 
problem is simply this: How much money can 
WB raise; how much money will wo raise; 
how will we spend It? 

Tho prime obligation of the newly elected 
Bovemment must be tho nation's security, at 
homo and abroad. The new government will 
draw up a budget with that Ini mind. It will 
have to break down Its over-all obligation 
Into a multitude ol details. It will Jiave to 
answer questions such as these: • ■ 

Shall there be more and higher taxes? 
Shall the military budget be fixed or flexible? 
"What gets priority In maintaining security, 
housing or airplane production? How much 
more must wo spend for world aid. and 
where? How much more can we spend? Will 
WB havo to push military production farther, 
even if It means aggravating present civilian 
shortages? And If this must be done, can It 
be done without government control of prices, 
wages, labor, management and material? 

These and many more vital questions must 
be answered in.lD40. The answers may come 
In a series of crises. For there are influential 
groups In the government with strong and 
conflicting views on tho relative importance 
of social progress, the status quo, and Im- 
pregnable military defense. 

Each question will be considered and each 
answer made In the shadow of Russia's veiled 
policy and unpredlctablo tactics. We can only 
pray that those who operate our government 
and shape our national destiny will be given 
the wisdom to pierce the veil and predict the 
Tinpredlctable. 




LETS GET THE ROAD OPEN 
It is unfortunate that a combination of 
circumstances has kept the skiing season In 
the Magic mountoin area from getting under 
way, especially right now during the holi- 
days when so many ski enthusiasts would 
like to be en]oyIng their favorite sport. 

Keeping the road open so cars and buses 
could get to Magic mountain has been the 
problem— the same problem which has pre- 
sented Itself on various occasions before. 

While this Is intended as no criticism of 
tho Twin Falls highway district, we do think 
some definite program should bo worked out 
by the district, or In cooperation with state 
and federal hlghwoy departments, to pro- 
vide for adequate maintenance of the road 
In question. 

Those responsible for the skiing locllltica 
which have been Installed in the Magic 
mountain area have quite an Investment. 
To protect that Investment they were all but 
forced by public demand to Improve those 
Xacllitles this last year. They were aiso !cd to 
believe that provisions would be made to keep 
the road open throughout the skiing season. 

Of course south central Idaho ha-s had un- 
usual weather the last several weeks, with 
far more snow than we have had In years, 
and that accounts to a great extent lor the 
highway district being unable to keep the 
roads open with its present equipment and 
manpower. 

Skiing at Magic mountain, however, has 
become a major attraction In this part of 
Idaho, one in which not only the skiers, but 
our chambers of commerce, civio organiza- 
tions, and business men as well, should be 
vitally Interested, 

Why don't representatives of these respec- 
tive groups arrange a meeting with the Twin 
Falls highway district board at the earliest 
opportunity and work out some feasible plan 
for keeping this road open from hero on out? 
Ita a big thing lor Twin Foils and all Magic

So hoa MacArthur In the far east and Forrestal in 
the middle cost. 

Qenerol Cloy, for Ifisianeo. slopped the illsmanl-

buffer state agnlnal Moscow. For the sams reason, ho 
Insists on rclnductrla Illation ot the Rhur. He also de- 
precated vorlous United Nations efforts to reach a 
peaceful solution with Russia, portlculorly tho TTyvge 
Lle-E\Tvtt ond Bramufilliv move.i.

Both acUons Uirew on Secretary 
MatTihall tho burden of placating 10 Downing street 
and tho Quol d'Orsay at a time when unity among

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I.VTENTIONB— Oencrol MacArthur'a similar dreud 
of communLit Intlllnilion and flanking— In Uin Kurllcs.

Although his policy mny 
have been forced on him by tho Russian menoce, llkn 
Clay's In Germany. It has won us no friends abro:id 
ond It hold.1 no promise lor demoerotliatlon of the 
Japanese.

OLD rASinONKD WINTER 

Whatever hos become of Uioso old fashioned win- 
ters? The weatherman seems to be providing the nn- 
awcr this week oa ho blankets Idaho with the heaviest 
mantle of snow this early In tha season for many, and 
manj- a year. 

Older resldenta like to reminisce on the glories oi 
hordslilpa. depending on the frame of mind, of ihi 
winters of others years. They hark b.ick to Uie twrn- 
tics nnd thirties when everj'one prayed that tin 
storms would hold off until after Chris Unns . . , am 
then let her blow ahut. That was In tho days v.-hrr 
people came to town In bob sleighs. An entire nelKh- 
borhood would pack Into sheep wagons on runncra. 
build a firo In a amnll tienter and make happy inrk 
out of a trip for supplies. There were no snow plna-i 
on regular potrol. After every storm farmers along the 
main highways (ronds Ihey wero them took Uipir 
tesms and makeahui ctiuipmenl out to open tho roads. 
On occasion bu.Mness men. eager to help their cui- 
tomera get Into town, took their scoops and went part 
way Into tha rural areas to tackle drltU that covered 
Uie road for a quarter of a mile. 

Then snmethlnfT happened or did 117 The Winters 
got milder. Some cUlm the Japanese current woa 
shifted by an earthquake. Thafa too scientific tor ua. 
We leave the explanation of that to brighter mlnda. 
AH wo know Is that for many years the winters have 
not been as levtn aa they once were. And we have 
been dam Rlad of It. 

But this year we have o good sUrt toward o real old 
fashioned winter with lots of snow, perhaps a lot of 
drifting, and oven a record number of sub rero daya. 
But It won"L be like tho old days beenuao Uio hlghwoy 
pnlrob wilt klcl; the drllLi out In a few hourn at most, 
the city ivill remove tlio snow from crossings and bu.M- 
ncss streets. In a few hours after even llic heaviest 
atonn iratiic wilt be almost normal. 

If we do continue to gel heavy snowfaU the rest of 
this winter the mnln similarity between the present 
and the p:i.-.t will be that the moisture wljl be our 
suarantee of an abundant supply of water to maturo 
our crops another year.— Idaho Falls Post -Reg later.

No nation In history has set out 
on such a helping program on such 
a scale without direct Ilnandal re- 
turn. 

TliU In apprcclnled by thlnklna 
Europeans, but It Is not Bolng to 
make the United states the 
popular nation on earth. No 
likes to accept charity, and that Is 
what wcflCem European nations 
accepting. In a sense. 

Stirred by Many 

This Bcnoltlve point has been 
stirred up not only by communists, 
but seir-secklng politicians irylns to 
climb to power on nationalist policies 
in various countries. 

This old has cerUlnly stirred the 
economic procca-ics of Europe. Wltli- 
out tt, thcro Is no doubt Europe 
would be bankrupt and an easy prey 
to communism. 

Production has Jumped by leaps 
and bounds In Oermony, Great 
Britain and most European c 
tries over a year aBo. Even strike 
harassed France has shown Im- 
provements. 

Itclch People Helped 

Western Germany's millions In 
particular have been lifted out of 
a moroAs ol poverty and started 
on tho road to recovery. 

No one can say now exactly what 
will be needed In 1012 to make 
western Europe self-sufficient. It 
wUt depend on markets and many 
other lac tors. 

The most that can be said la that 
economically the first year of 
American aid to Europe has started 
western Europe on tho way to 
covery. 

Prom the point of view of e 
talnlns the spread of communism 
the success of American policy has 
achieved more tangible results- 
Italy, France Saved 

Without tho American aid pro^ 
irram there Is little doubt that Italy 
and Franco would now bo closely 
locked to Moscow by tight commu- 
nist dictatorships. Germany would 
bo Europe's poorhoaio. wallowing In 
povtrty. and held down only by the 
force of the occupation troop-i. 

With U- 8. help, Italy decisively 
rejected eommunUm In last nprlng' 
election- The communLits aro sill 
alranft. but they are not In powei 

ThI4 Is aLw true In France. The 
communists have kept France's gov- 
ernment In turmoil, but their 
strengtlt Is leas than a ^car ago. 
Itclch Reds Lose 

Tho communists In western Ger- 
many have lost steadily In power 
and prestiee and are now a ncgUg- 
Iblo Inltuenec. 

Tho (Irst year ol full American 
eld thus finds the nnltcd E^aUs 
, wltlt a defensive although not yet 
decisive victory. 

Wo now como to the second ques- 
tion of whcthcr'U. S. policy Is being 
capably administered In Europb. 

American administrators found 
tree enterprise hnd to clve way to 
planned economy occasionally. On 
tho oUicr side, socialist governments 
round they had to resort to free 
enterprise In some coses. 

Free Enlerprbe Workfd 

It was largely free cntcrjirlse 
which filled store shelves In wcstc) 
Germany and sent production In 
rapid upward sweep. Ttie British 
Rovcmmenl would have lavored n 
tightly -con trolled Roclnllsl rconomj', 
but gavo way to the Americans. 

All til CSC difference.!, and they 
came up by the thousands, were 
ably solved by administrators of 
American policy abroad. 

One of the greatest threnUn to the 
European recovery proitram and 
American policy has been the con- 
flict of natlonol Intere.its In Europe. 
"Hid most outstanding of the.<ut is 
the rrcndi-Germnn dLiputo which 
will be token up next.
